Feeding of Infant!.—Boil a teaspoon- 


ful of powdered barley (ground in coffee 
grinder) and a gill of water, with a lit- 
tle salt, for fifteen minutes, strain, then 
mix it with half as much boiled milk, 
add a lump of white sugar size of a wal- 
nut, and give it lukewarm from a nurs- 
ing bottle. Keep bottle and mouth- 
piece in a bowl of water when not in 
•M, to which a little sod* may be add- 
ed. For infants five or six months old, 
give half barley water and half boiled 
milk, with salt and a lump of sugar. 
For older infants give more milk than 
barley water. 
For infanta very costive, 


give oatmeal instead of barley. 
Cook 


and strain as before. When your breast 
milk is only half enough, change off 
between breast milk and this prepared 
food. 
In hot weather if blue litmus 


paper applied to the food turns red the 
food it too acid, and you must make a 
fresh mess or aiid^a small pinch of bak- 
ing soda. Infants six months old have 
beef tea or beef toup once a day, by 
itself or mixed with other food; and 
when ten or twelve months old a crust of 
bread or a piece of rare beef to suck. 
No child under two year* ouiiht to eat 
at table. Give no candies, in fact, 
nothing that is not contained in these 
roles without a doctor's orders. 


Summer Complaint.—It comes from

children well with cool water twice a 
day or oftener in the hot season. Never 
neglect looseness of the bowels in an 
infant; consult the family or dispensa- 
ry physinian at once, and he will give 
yon-rules about what it should take 
and how it should be nursed.

WASIIINUTUN, D.C., July 14.—United 


States District Attorney Corkhill fur- 
nishes the following for publication: 
The interest felt by the public in the 
details of the assassination and many 
stories published justify me m stating 
that the following is a correct and accu- 
rate statement concerning the points to 
which reference is made. The assassin, 
Charles J. Guiteau, came to Washing- 
ton Sunday evening, March 0, 18Sl,»nd 
stopped at the £bbitt House, remaining 
only one day. 
He then secured a room 


in another part of the city, and has 
boarded and roomed in various- places, 
the full details of which I have. Wed- 
nesday, May 18, 1881, the assassin de- 
termined to murder the president. 
He 


had neither money nor a pistol at that 
time. 
About the last of May he went 


into O'Meara's store, corner Fifteenth 
and F streets, this city, and examined 
some pistols, asking for the largest cali- 
bre. 
He was shown two similar in cali- 


bre and only different in a price. Wed- 
nesday, June 8th, he purchased the pis- 
tol which he used, for which he he paid 
$10, he having in the meantime borrow- 
ed t15 of a gentleman in this city on 
the plea that he wanted to pay his board 
bill. On the same evening about seven 
o'clock he took the pistol and went to 
the foot of Seventeenth street and prac- 
ticed firing at a board, firing ten shots. 
He then returned to his boarding place 
and wiped the pistol dry and wrapped it 
in his coat, and waited his opportunity. 
Sunday morning, June 12,he was sitting 
in Laiayette park, and saw the presi- 
dent leave for the Christian church, on 
Vermont, avenue, and be at once re- 
turned to his room, obtained his pistol, 
put it in his hip pocket and followed 
the president to church. He entered 
the church, and found he could not kill 
him there without danger of killing 
some one else. Ho noticed that the 
president sat near a window. 
After 


church he made an examination of the 
window, and found that ho could reach 
it without any trouble, and that from 
this point he could shoot the president 
through the head without killing any 
one else. 


The following Wednesday be went to 


the church, examined the location and 
the window, and became satisfied that 
he could accomplish his purpose and

The president en- 
joyed a refreshing sleep last eight, and 
awoke this morning expressing himself 
extremely satisfied with the situation. 
His pulse was down to 90, with the 
temperature little more than normal. 
The latter gradually went down, and 
on the issuance of the 1 o'clock bullet- 
in showed a decrease to 98 and a frac- 
tion.

tors at noon their patient's improved 
condition was the subject of Belt-con- 
gratulation. 
When they came out 


they declared to the newspaper men 
and others in waiting "that there was 
no longer any doubt that the president 
was on the high road to recovery." 
They declared that the president had 
been getting visibly better every hour 
since yesterdap morning. This is not 
an intimation that before that time the 
bulletins and statements were in any 
manner overdrawn, but that the latter 
improvement is more decidedly appar- 
ent. They now for the first time pro- 
nounce, the great danger as a thing of 
the past. 
Unless some serious turn 


should be taken, which of course is lia- 
ble at any time to be the case, he will 
soon be officially pronounced out ot 
danger. It is not to be assumed, how- 
ever, that the president's recovery will 
be rapid, but it will be, .according to 
Dr. Bliss, a slow and sure growth from 
this day forward. The doctors are 
unanimous in this, and they find no one 
now to dispute the grovnd of their cal- 
culations, The president was not only 
able to take his customary allowance 
of rum and milk to-day, but this after- 
noon had a sandwich of raw beef. This, 
according to the attendant, he ate with 
evident relish. Besides this, he ate 
his usual slice of milk toast twice dur- 
ing the day. Mrs. Garfield was in the 
sick room early, and the smile which is 
said to have lighted her face at the 
evident improvement of her husband 
was enough to make a sick man well. 
She remains with him now only in the 
daytime, his doctors refusing to permit 
her to continue the watch at night, as 
sho insisted on doing during the severe 
stages. The consequence of the presi- 
dent's greatly improved condition is 
seen conspicuously ', in Jibe .faces of 
everybody at the White House. 
This 


is more observable to those who have 
been watching the case occasionally 
from an outside standpoint than to 
'those who arc in daily attendance at 
the executive mansion. The outsiders 
have noticed the influence of the bul- 
letins upon the attaches with as much 
interest as the doctors have watched 
the temperature and pulse of the their 
patient. No matter what the bulletins 
have said, the real indications of the 
president's condition have been observ- 
able in the looks and actions of those 
who are attached by family, social or 
business ties about the executive man- 
sion. There are none but cheerful 
faces to be seen there now. The anxi- 
ety that has followed the ups and downs 
of the terrible fever seems to have all 
disappeared. The general drift of con- 
versation is cheery and pleasant, and 
the secretaries will even now and then 
condescend to joke with their friends 
upon the various topics of the hour the 
same as before the assassination.

ol deadly weapons to minors, and also 
againat carrying concealed weapons by 
yoiiDgorold. We are told lhat numer- 
ous boys and scores of men are permitted 
lo carry loaded revolvers about Iheir-pe* 
sons, and if this is the case they are cer- 
tainly violating the law, which we here- 
with give in full:

A question of more than ordinary im- 


portance and ol general interest lo tbe 
reading public, was finally decided at Ibe 
business meeting of the board of directors 
of the Decalnr Public Library and Read- 
ing Rooms, held last night, and their 
action cannot fail to receive tbe hearty 
approval of the public. It baa been gen- 
erally admitted for several years past thai 
larger rooms were needed for the library, 
but not until Mr. Orlando Powera put up 
the new building for Linn & Scruggs, on 
Ibe Water and Main street corner of court 
house block, did any cue know of a suits- 
able room for (be flourishing institution. 
Then, as if witb one voice, scores of peo- 
ple suggested that tbe library should be 
moved to one of tbe spacious rooms on 
the second floor of Ibat building, and not 
a few wondered for several months why 
their suggestions did not at once receive 
tbe support of the board of directors.— 
Tbe library is a fixturefin Decatur, and 
tbe army of its patrons bas steadily grown 
in numbers with each succeeding year.— 
For months tbe rooms have been much too 
small lo accommodale tbe crowds and 
afford those conveniences which icvery 
library should have in a city the size of 
Decalur. 


TUEY VOTED TO CHANGE. 


The matter of seeking a new room for 


Ibe library bas been repeatedly discussed 
by the board, hut Ihe question was not 
put to a vole until last evening, when by 
a vote of 4 tn 3, il was vnted to secure the 
east room over Linn & Scrugga' store at 
f200 per year, tbe same rent tbe city has 
heen paying for Ihe presentlibrary rooms. 
Tbe new room is 74 feet deep and 42T 
wide, and the ceiling is 14 feet from the 
rt'ior .There are live windows al Ibe 
rear of the room, and sit fronting on East 
Mam street, affording splendid ligbt and 
excellent means of ventilation. The en- 
trance tn 111'1 room in from Water street, 
nearly oppo:ile lb« KKMJBI.ICAN office, 
up Llie wide stairway leading to the cir- 
cuit cotut room. There are two doors 
leading into the new library room, which 
has many other advantages over the old 
location, which need not be enlarged 
upon. The interior will be fitted up in 
tine style, and there will be an abundance 
of space for the furniture, books, reading 
tables and newspaper files. A circular 
desk will be placed in Ihe center of the 
room fi.r the use of librarian Evans and 
his assistant, and several new features 
will be introduced for the better accom- 
modation of visitors. It is also intended 
to secure Inw hooks of reference for tbe 
special use nf the members of tbe Macon 
County Bar, and all others who may with 
to look at them al any lime. 


The lease for tbe present looms in post- 


office block will expire on Aunusl 3d 
next, and no doubt Ihe library outfit will 
be removed to the uew location before 
that date.
